. PAILESTINE IS TEST FOR U.N. 

The United Nations will learn this week from 
their on-the-spot military dbservers whether the 
truce in Palestine, negotiated by Count Folke Bern- 
adotte, is carried out, 

If the terms are broken and open warfare breaks 
out again perhaps the suggestion by U.N, Secretary 
General Trygve Lie that the U.N. cannot succeed 
without an international police force will gain 
backers. . 

Those who opposed using armed strength to back 
up decisions of the U.N, will point out that the 
U.N. charter provides for the big powers to provide 
forces to do just this, 5 

But now after more than 27% years of disagree- 
ment and indecision, fears are rising that the U.N. 
will go the way of the League of Nations and be- 
come an: ineffectual body. 

An international army, of about 1,000 men as it 
las been suggested, would be a large boost to the 
prestige of the body and it would speak with auth- 
ority with this force. ° 

If such force as Lie suggests were used success- 
fully in Palestine many express fears that it might 
become an aill-too-often used weapon or threat to 
enforce UJN. decisions. : : 

Undoubtedly, the effect of Lie’s suggestion will 
be affected by events in Palestine. 

If the truce commission is successful in th 
Middle East and there is the four-week calm in 
which a solution can be worked out, the question of 
the international army—-which would raise one of 
the stormiest diplomatic debates in history—would 
be by-passed. - 


SHIP SINKING CAUSE HEAVY LOSS OF LIFE 
Some 200 persons were believed to have been 


' drowned in the sinking of the Danish passenger 


steamer Kjoebenhavn on Friday, A check was be- 
ing made to find out the exact number. 
The 1,668-ton vessel hit a war mine and went 


down in 10 minutes early in the morning’ in the 
4iattegat near the end of a trip from Copenhagen to 
Aalborg 140 miles to the northwest, 

The United Steamship Company of Copenhagen, 
which owned her, listed 261 survivors—-passengers 
and crew, many suffering from ‘wounds or expo- 
sure. Some of those rescued later died. 

Most of the passengers were asleep when the 
impact came, Many were trapped in their cabins, 
Others jumped overboard including parents with 
children: in thelr arma, or clung to the Kjoebenhavn's 
superstructure until help came. 

B.C. FLOODS AND FOREST FIRES IN ONTARIO 

In the flood-4beset Fraser valley of British Colum- 
bia haggard men of the dike battalions continued to 
bolster ramparts sagging under the relentless river 
pressure.

But it cannot induce ownership to

eventuality, When the owners, vol- 
untarily, limit their own returns in 
order to safeguard the continuity of 
the investment, they are taking this 
broader look.

Yet 
ownership was satisfied to pay 30 
and 8/10 cents of every one of. the 
total dollars received to its workers, 
and accept 3 and 8/10 cents for its 
own effort and thought and risk, The 
remainder, after 5914 cents of every 
dollar had been absorbed by mater- 
ials and taxes, went for worn-out 
plant and business expansion, On 
that record it ‘seems that ownership

‘Commissioner, says that one of the 
most important steps in quality cream 
prodyction is the sterilization of sur- 
faces of pails, milk cans, separators, 
milking machines and all dairy uten- 
sils, Two ways in which sterilization 
can be dohe on the average dairy 
farm ate: (1) Submerging all uten- 
sils in boiling water; (2) Using a 
chlorine or chemical sterilizing sol- 
ution, . 


The chlorine solution is prepared 
by most producers fut the method 
must be uaed correctly, The chlorine 
solution should be used only on clean 
surfaces. If any dirt or- milk is pre- 
sent the: strength of the chlorine is 
reduced and it does not kill the bac- 
teria. Very often following milking 
and separating, utensils are washed, 
rinsed with a‘‘chlorine solution, and 
let stand on a rack until the next 
milking. During this time the chior- 
ine passes off and the bacteria multi- 
ply on the surface. : 


All pails, cans, milking machines, 
and separator should be either 
immersed in a lizing solution for 
at least five minutes, or brushed with 
the solution immediately before use 
so that every part of the utensil is 
wet for at least five minutes, Uten- 
bils should then be rinsed off with 
cold water and the milking proceed- 
ed with immediately,
